Oil Pipeline Across Desert 
From Iraq to Mediterranean 
Formally Opened by King Gazi 


1150-Mile Underground Carrier, Which Took 
Four Years to Build, to Handle 
4,000,000 Tons a Year. 


By the Associated Press. 

KIRKUK, Iraq, Jan. 14. — King 
Gazi, in the presence of high Iraq 
officials.and heads of oil com- 
panies, opened the great Iraq trans- 
desert oil pipeline covering a dis- 
tance of 1150 miles from Iraq to 
the Mediterranean today. 

The King pressed a button and a 
great stream of petroleum started 
its long journey to the sea. 

Designed and largely built by 
Americans, the line connects the 
Mediterranean ports of Haifa and 
Tripoli with the rich oil fields east 
of the Tigris, and will carry an es- 
timated flow of 4,000,000 tons of oil 
annually to the world’s markets. 

Completion of this great pipe line 
through ancient country is a tri- 
umph over great natural difficul- 
ties. 

Four Years in Construction. 

After much talk and negotiation, 
the work was started nearly four 
years ago. A double pipeline 
stretches between Kirkuk and Ha- 
ditha, a distance of 150 = miles, 
where it divides, one branch lead- 
ing to Tripoli and the other to

The line parallels ancient cara- 
van routes, scales mountains, dives 
under the Euphrates and _ Tigris 
Rivers, drops into the valley of the 
Jordan and thence finds it way to 
the sea. It has 12 pumping and 
two loading stations, and was two 
years under construction. 

Tankers docked at Haifa and ly- 
ing off shore near Tripoli will be 
able to load directly from the line, 
sucking in the riches of Northern 
Iraq which heretofore had to be 
transported overland in trucks. 


Aid to French Defense. 

France inaugurated a branch 
of the line, running through Leba- 
non and Syria, several months ago, 
but the system as a whole is to 
function now for the first time. The 
line gives France its first inde- 
pendent oil supply and is consid- 
ered a strong link in French nation- 
al defense. 

Airplanes will be used for patrol- 
ling the line. Leaks are readily ob- 


| served from the air, as the escap- 


ing oil stains the ground. 

Oil pumped into the line at Kir- 
kuk will take about 21 hours to 
reach Haifa and about 25 to reach 
Tripoli, the flow being 25 miles an 
hour. The branch to Tripoli is 531

FOR THREE-ART PIECES 


Medieval Objects Purchased— 
Put on Display in Roman- 
esque Gallery. 


Three medieval art objects have 
been purchased by City Art Mu 
seum in Forest Park for $19,958 
and are on display in the Roman 
esque Gallery. 

The acquisitions area limestone 
figure of St. Christopher, which 
cost $9908: a fifteenth century lime- 
stone statue of the Virgin and 
Child, costing $4600, and a French 


Gothic carved walnut choir stall,, 


for which the museum paid $5450. 


The St. Christopher figure is a! 
fragment, found in a garden near) 


the Cathedral of St. Benigne at 
Dijon, France. Thirty-one 
tall, the fragment is that part of 
the figure above the waist. On the 
right shoulder, originally, was the 
figure of the infant Jesus, but only 
a small part remains. 
is attributed to Claus Sluter, mas- 
ter sculptor of Dijon, who died 


The Virgin and Child is from the 
school of Troyes, France. This fig- 
ure is five feet tall and bears traces 
of polychromy. [I is mounted on 
a carved stone pedestal of the same 
period. 

Grotesque animals are carved in 
each of the three sections of the 
choir stall, which comes from the 
north of France. The stall is ar- 
ranged against. a side wall in the 
chapel of the Romanesque gallery. 

Other acquisitions of the mu- 
seum, not previously published, in- 
clude: a statue of St. Luke draw- 
ing the Virgin, $2000; an engrav- 
ing, “Dance of the Magdalen,” by 
Lucas Van Leyden, $1850; model 
of an Elizabethan galleon, $1200;

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 14.— 
The corps of telegraph messenger 
boys, carrying newspaper copy at 
the Hauptmann murder trial, struck 
for more pay today shortly before 
court convened. 

The spokesman for the group of 
20 youngsters, Bartles Reasoner, 
was immediately discharged by the 
company employing him, but the 
others, undaunted, won an agree 
ment from the wire managers to 
hold an arbitration meeting this 
afternoon after court adjourned.

BYRD SLEDGE PARTY BACK, 
WENT 1410 MILES IN 88 DAYS 


Three Members of Expedition Re- 
turn to Little America; Re- 
port on Findings. 

By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE AMERICA. Antarctica, 
Jan. 12 (via MacKay Radio).—The 
geological party under command of 
Quinn A. Blackburn of Seattle, 
Wash., returned to Little America 
yesterday morning to end a sledge 
journey of 1410 miles which carried 
the men of Admiral Byrd’s expedi- 
tion within 180 miles of the South 
Pole. 

When the party turned back near 
the head of Thorne Glacier, in the 
Queen Maud Range at an elevation 
of 7000 feet it was virtually at the 
edge of the polar plateau. 

With Blackburn were Stuart B. 
Paine, Durham, N. H., and Richard 
Russell of Boston, Mass. They left 
this base Oct. 16 for their 88 days 
in the field. 

The journey was the deepest 
sledging penetration into the Ant- 
arctic, since the Polar trips of 
Scott and Amundsen. 

The purposes of the journey were 
less exploratory than geological, 
and the aims, Admiral Byrd said, 
were amply fulfilled. Barely 180 
miles from the pole the men found 
extensive deposits of coal and fos- 
silized plant leaves and sections of 
prehistoric tree trunks from a foot 
to 18 inches in diameter. 


GOLD HOLDERS HAVE $35,000 


All Remaining ef $35,000,000 at 
Time of President’s Decree. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The 
Justice Department said today that 
only $35,134 worth of gold is now 
known to be held by residents of 
the United States. 

In the spring of 1933 when 
President Roosevelt decreed it an 
offense to be a holder, the estimate 
was that $35,000,000 worth was 
outside the Treasury.

“I know it looks doubtful to 
some because of some questions that 
have been asked, and afew things 
of that sort, but somehow I can't 
conceive of the court deciding other- 
wise than that the act was legal. 

“Gold clause suspension means 
too much to the country, and things 
like that have got to be taken into 
consideration. 

“But if the decision should be ad- 
verse, Congress could promptly en- 
act remedial legislation. 


TWO OF SOVIET SHIP CREW 
GET DEATH IN BARGE FIRE 


Unloading Gang Became Drunk on 
Some of Alcohol Cargo and 
$500,000 Blaze Followed.

R., Jan. 14.—Two drunken members 
of a steamer crew were sentenced 
to death today and three other sail- 
ors were ordered imprisoned for 10 
years for causing the loss of 1,000,- 
000 rubles (about $500,000) to the 
Soviet by the burning of a barge 
on the Delaya River. 

M. Panin, assistant to the captain 
of the steamer which had a barge 
in tow, is one of the two sentenced 
to die. He was the Communist 
party organizer on the steamer and 
was also foreman of the gang 
charged with unloading the barge. 

The barge was carrying alcohol. 
Panin and his gang imbibed part 
of the cargo and somehow the 
barge caught on fire.

UPHOLDS W. VIRGINIA. 
TAX ON GIL STATIONS 


U. S. Supreme Court, 5 to 4, 
Says Chain Store Law 
Applies to Them. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Gaso- 
line filling stations were held today 
by the Supreme Court to be sub- 
ject to the West Virginia grad- 
uated chain store tax. 

The decision delivered by Justice 
Cardozo, was 5 to 4. Those dis- 
senting were Justices Van Devan- 


ter, McReynolds, Sutherland and 
Butler. 
A three-judge Federal District 


Court had ruled the stations were 


not liable to the tax and it ordered 
$240,173 refunded to the Standard 
Oil Co. of New Jersey. 

The State insisted the act was 
sufficiently broad in its application 
to mercantile establishments to in- 
clude filling stations. 

The company asserted that, while 
such a tax had been sustained in 
the Indiana and other chain store 
cases by the high court as a proper 
method to be adopted by states to 
promote competition and prevent 
monopoly, the same _ ground did 
not exist in the filling station field.

Associated Industries

The Associated Industries of 
Missouri, in an anlysis of the finan- 
cial condition of the State sent to 


members today, arrives at the con- 
clusion that a continuation of the 
present % of 1 per cent sales tax 
through 1936 is the only act ré- 
quired of the Legislature to provide 
sufficient revenue for relief pur- 
poses. 

In an attempt to provide about 
$8,000,000 annually for the next two 
years, and with the expectation that 
jocal governmental units would 
raise about half that amount in ad- 
dition, in order to meet the Federal 
‘Emergency Relief Administration's 
demand for $12,000,000 a year to 
supplement its own expenditures in 
Missouri, Gov. Park, in his message 
to the Legislature, recommended in- 
creasing the sales tax to 1 per cent. 
State relief expenditures last year 
amounted to $2,700,000. 

The Governor also recommended 
that 5 cents of the 15-cent State 
tax on property, which yields about 
$1,750,000 a year, be abolished and 
that the State pay half the cost 
of supporting insane patients at 
State hospitals, saving counties 
$743,580 a year. 

Business Gain Expected. 

“In view of the improvement in 
business conditions indicated and 
anticipated,” states the Associated 
Industries’ letter, “and in view of 
the $13,000,000 State building pro- 
gram to be lanuched shortly and 
the avowed intention of the Fed- 
eral Government to substitue work

Referring to the Governor’s tax 
relief recommendations, the Asso- 
ciated Industries continues:

BRAZIL CONCERNED | 
QVER JAPANESE INFLUX 


Admiration for Their Industry 
Is Mixed With Fear of Their 
Aggressiveness.

Admiration of the industry and skill 
of Japanese immigrants today min- 
gled with concern over the possi- 
ble effect which immigration from

A report made public by the So- 
ciedad de Amigos de Alberto Tor- 
res, patriotic association whose an- 
nounced aim is to combat what it 
calls “the yellow peril” for Brazil, 
said nearly 28,000 Japanese immi- 
grants entered Sao Paolo in 1934. 

The Secretary-General of the or- 
ganization said 28,620 in all came 
into Brazil during the year, 800 of 
them proceeding to farm lands in 
the tropical State of Para and the 
rest coming to Sao Paolo. This 
compared, he said, with the total of 
35,000 immigrants of all other na-| 
tionalities in 1934. |

CORN MARKET GOES ON TRIAL 


Thomas M. Howeli’s Attorneys Deny 
He Intended to Manipulate 
Prices.

CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—Government 
witnesses today began their story 
of the huge grain deals of Thomas 
M. Howell, charged with a coup

TIME FOR WORLD COURT ACTION. 

The Senate Foreign Relations Committee has 
approved the World Court adherence resolution by 
a vote of 14 to 7. The stage accordingly is set for 
early American participation, after 13 years of delay, 
in this important undertaking for preserving inter- 
national peace. 

The early objections to this country’s adherence 
have been removed by Geneva’s acceptance of the 
American reservations. The Senate committee at- 
tached to its approval a reservation against advisory 
opinions by the court on disputes in which the 
United States “has or claims an interest.” This 
point, it would seem, is covered by the reservations 
previously agreed upon. 

One of the favorite arguments of the tenacious 
opposition to World Court membership is that it 
would take this country into the League of Nations 
“through the back door.” In reply, it is pertinent 
to point out that in the 13 years since the court 
began to function, three Americans have held seats 


It is true that the court was created by the League 
Its purpose was stated as “to hear and 
determine any dispute of an international character 
which the parties thereto submit to it.”

The Morals of the Movies 


GAIN and again the movies have been re- 
A formes. After each spasm of virtue there 

is a period of calm, then a relapse and 
then another spasm. So it may be asked 
whether the reformers have thought out 
clearly what it is that needs to be reformed 
and how the reform is to be brought about. 

Until recently, the method of reform has 
been to impose certain moral standards on 
the producers by a combination of legal 
censorships and organized boycotts. It 
evident, I think, that this method has not 
been successful, whether it be judged from 
the point of view of the strict moralists or 
of their opponents. There is good reason 
for thinking that the failure of this method 
of reform is inherent in the method. 

Censorship, whether it be legal or imposed 
by the pressure of opinion, is an attempt 
to make producers refrain from making pic- 
tures that they believe would be profitable. 
Therefore, they have a continuing incentive 
to resist, to evade and to circumvent. This 
means that there is a battle of wits betweeh 
producers, directors, writers and actors on 
the one side and the censors on the other. 
They do not really wish to achieve the same 
result, and the output of Hollywood is in 
these matters a form of business enterprise 
tempered by fear. 

Hollywood's fear of the censors is in turn 
mitigated by the censors’ knowledge tha= the 
American people distrust censorship and dis- 
like busybodies. The net effect is that the 
censors have to confine their attention to 
things so specifically objectionable that al- 
most no one would dare to defend them 


is 


against suppression. They have to pick 
upon the obviously indecent, according to 
prevailing standards, and upon incidents 


that are clearly provocative of crime. 

Reforms tend, therefore, to develop into 
mechanical rules about how naked an ac- 
tress may be, how long a kiss may be pro- 
tracted, whether virtue is triumphant and 
vice is punished, whether the criminal uses 
a gun, shows how to crack a safe or pick 
a iock.

In the battle of wits against such mechan- 
ical rules, the chief effect is to put a pre- 
mium upon the indirectly suggestive, which, 
when it becomes expert, may be far more 
provocative than outright lewdness and open 
criminality. I saw a film not long ago, for 
example, in which the leading lady was 
dressed always in the ample costume of the 
"90s; she appeared only against a _ back- 
ground of magnolias, oleanders and other 
highly respectable kinds of Southern vege- 
tation; no man came within 18 inches of 
her and nothing was said that could not 
have been said by a perfect lady with a 
perfectly dull and insipid mind. 

Yet the actress contrived an effect of 
erotic concentration and persuasive lewd- 
ness that could not have been missed by the 
simplest adolescent who saw her. The cen- 
sor had been evaded absolutely. But the 
effect was exactly what the censor would 
presumably have wished to prohibit. 

It is clear, I think, that the kind of cen- 
sorship we have, or could under our laws 
conceivably have, cannot hope to deal with 
the real vice of the movies. It can do al- 
most nothing of consequence about their 
power to set bad examples, their vulgariza- 
tion of spiritual values by the exaltation of 
cheap personalities and the idealization of 
wealth, success, acquisitiveness, sensation 
and brutality. The censors are concerned 
about nakedness, about whether the illicit 
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lovers come to a bad end, about whether the 
gangster shows how easy it is to kill his 
victim. But these are mere incidentals 
when one is considering the infuence of the 
movies on impressionable persons. 

The damage done long before the 
tress exposes herself or dies miserably, as 
a concession to virtue, in the hospital, or the 
gangster has been handcuffed. The dam- 
age is done when the prostitute and the 
gangster are shown living in_ splendid 
houses, wearing magnificent clothes, order- 
ing around the solemn butler. That is when 
the destruction of moral standards takes 
place, and no censorship will interfere. 

For the degrading influence is imponder. 
able. It defies definition. It operates in 
that realm of taste, insight and feeling 
which cannot be governed by the matter- 
of-fact standards which a censor, must in- 
evitably apply. 

Effective reform depends, it seems to me, 
on a clear understanding of what, given 
the American traditions of freedom and the 
variety of American tastes and American 
moral standards, reform ought to aim at. 
I would rest reform. of the movies on this 
basic principle: that audiences shall have 
greater freedom to choose their pictures 
and that artists and producers shall have 
greater freedom to make pictures. 


* > - 
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Within the obvious limits of the ordinary 


law about obscenity and provocation to 
crime, the best regulation would be that 
exercised by the customers at the box 


office of a theater. The best way to im- 
prove the movies would be to open the door 
to intense competition by independent and 
experimenting producers. 

If the customers had freedom of ,choice. 
each community would be able to enforce 
the moral standards it believes in. Each ex- 
hibitor would have to take the business risk 
of estimating correctly the tastes of his 
customers, and educators, drama critics. 
moral leaders in each community would be 
able to exert effectively whatever influence 
they can command. 

This is the system under which theaters 
books, magazines and newspapers operate, 
and it is not an unsatisfactory system. Any- 
ene, who can find a little capital, can pro- 
duce what he chooses. But then he has to 
submit his production to the test of circu- 
lation. 

Now this is not the system under which 
the movies operate. Among them. the con- 
trol of the means of production is concen- 
trated in a few giant corporations; the 
means of distribution are monopolized in 
part by direct ownership of strategic the- 
aters and for the rest by monopolistic con- 
tracts known in the trade as block-booking 
and blind-selling. In substance, they mean 
that a local theater owner must rent hi: 
pictures in large blocks, Sight-unseen. As 
a result, he has no real choice as to what 
he will exhibit. The result of that is that 
his customers can exercise no real choice. 

: The effect of this monopolistic system 
is to pile up great profits based on an im- 
mense volume of sales. To keep up the 
volume, the producers must therefore man- 
ufacture films designed to suit the largest 
common denominator in the public taste, 
and that is likely, on the average, to be a 
low denominator. At the same time, the 
existence of these large profits is a direct 
incentive to extravagance: this has brought 
about an inflation of salaries, production 
costs and overhead which make it almost

ACCIDENTAL DEATHS 
INCREASE HERE 29 PLT. 


Were 441 in 1934 Compared 
to 342 in 1933; Falls 
Cause 118 Fatalities. 


There were 441 accidental deaths 
in St. Louis last year, an increase 
of 99, or 29 per cent over those in 
1933, according to a compilation by 
the Safety Council. 

Most of the increase was account- 
ed for by 118 fatal falls in homes 
as compared with 72 in the preced- 
ing year, 48 industrial accidents as 
against 23 and 160 motor vehicle 
fatalies as against 145 in 1933. The 
council attributed the increase in 
deaths from falls to prostrations 
during the extremely hot weather, 
and the large number of industrial 
accidents chiefly to mental unrest 
among workers and to new types 
of work resulting from re-employ- 
ment. 

Analyzing motor vehicle fatalities, 
the council said that 110 deaths 
were of pedestrians, 32 resulted 
from collisions between vehicles, 
eight from collisions of vehicles 
with fixed objects and 10 from falls 
from vehicles. 

The council noted particularly 
that 81 deaths occurred at street 
intersections and almost as many, 
81, between intersections. 

“This startling comparison,” Phil 
H. Brockman, president of the coun- 
cil, said, “is not fully understood 
until it is recalled that by far the 
greatest volume of traffic, both ve- 
hicular and pedestrian, moves at 
‘intersections. It is clear that the 
odds are against the person who 
crosses in the middle of the block.”

NEWARK PAPER ANNOUNCES

Arbitration Proposal Held Unsatis- 
factory by Officers of News 
Men’s Organization.

NEWARK, N. J., Jan. 14. — The 
Morning Ledger, in a front page 
statement today, announced accept- 
ance of an offer by a joint commit- 
tee of the Essex Trades Council 
and the Allied Printing Trades 
Council to arbitrate the strike of 
44 editorial employes of the paper. 

“The publisher of the Ledger and 
officers of the Guild,” the Ledger 
statement said, “accepted the arbi- 
tration proposal of the trade union 
joint committee to leave the issue 
of the causes and merits of the 
Guild strike to arbitration under 
the established rules governing ar- 
bitration proceedings between the 
printing trades unions and the 
American Newspaper Publisher 
Association, with the stipulation 
that controversial propaganda and 
strike activities cease at once pend- 
ing the arbitration award.” 

“Mr. Russell’s statement,” the 
Newark newspaper Guild said, “is 
incorrect, the strike goes on.

For Cause of 


Common Cold 


Real Source Is Probably 
Filterable Virus — Ape 
Only Other Sufferer.

ESEARCH workers have been 
R studying the cause of the com- 

monest of all human disease— 
the cold—for many years, and’ very 
little progress has been made. 


It is possible to find a large num- 
ber of germs in the secretions from 
the nose and throat of a person 
with a cold, but none of these will 
produce a cold when inoculated on 
the membrane of a healthy person. 
They are apparently secondary in- 
vaders, which have taken advan- 
tage of the lowered resistance of 
the mucous membrane infected by 
the primary invasion of the real

cause of the cold. 


| It is from these secondary germa 
that the cold vaccines are made, and 
for the reason that they are sec- 
ondary infections and not primary, 


work in preventing colds. It is true, 
however, that the employes of cer- 
tain large businesses, such as tele- 
phone operators, are regularly inoc- 
ulated with these vaccines. 


| The real cause of the cold is prob- 
ably one of a group of infective 
agents which are known as the “fil- 
'terable viruses.” They are so small 
that they cannot be seen with the 


microscope, and pass through por-| 
celain filters (for this reason they | 


are called “filterable”) which wouli 
catch nearly all the germs that can 
_be seen microscopically. 

| In 1914 Dr. Walther Kruse report 
-ed that if he took the discharge 
from a patient with a cold, macera*- 
‘ed in salt solution and passed 
through a filter, he could produce 
colds in human volunteers with the 
filtrate. This has been abundantly 
‘confirmed by the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation work. 

| One difficulty in experimenting 
with the common cold is that there 
is only one group of animals which 
can be infected, besides man. 
Neither guinea pigs, rabbits nor 
any other of the usua' experimental 
animals can be used—only the 
anthropoid ape, such as the chim- 
panzee. Chimpanzees, in fact, catch 


cold too easily, and in the winter 


zoo keepers recognize what is known 
as ‘Monday colds” among the chim- 
panzees, following the influx of 
Sunday visitors. 

We are sure from these experi- 
ments, then, that we have tracked, 


|in a general way, the cause of the 


common cold, and have proved that 
it is contagious. We know that the 
incubation period of the common 
cold, as observed in the case of hu- 
man volunteers and chimpanzees, is 
about 24 hours. It now remains to 
attempt to find a vaccine or anti- 
body which can be used for the 
prevention and cure, using the fil- 
terable virus as a foundation. This 
may or may not be possible. We 
know of quite a few diseases which 
are caused by filterable viruses. In 
none of them, .however, 
been able to produce a preventive 
or curative vaccine or serum. 

The filterable viruses have many 
of the characteristics of other in- 
fections.
